a -case of trachoma, became 

widely known, exhibits a cer- 

tificate, signed by Dr. C. M. 

Sneed of Columbia, Mo., which 

certifies that he (Sneed) believes 

Tragos “‘is now free of any con- 

tagious eye trouble.’’ 

The certificate was dated April, 
1923, almost one year ago, but 
the nemeisis of his early afflic- 
tion still pursues Tragos. 

He has been unable to obtain 
position as wrestling instructor, 
a post he occupied at Missouri 
University, but lost when the 
fact that he had had trachoma 
became known. 

“Tt is a mistake to suppose 
that trachoma necessarily will 
result from contact with a wrest- 
ler so afflicted,” Tragos said. 
“There are preventives that can 
be used to avoid the contagion. 

“Proner and enarly treatment of 
this stubborn disease is cssen- 
tial, but many cases that might 
easily be cured have become 
chronic through improper treat- 
ment or neglect. 

“While the disease was new to 
the mat world, it spread like 
wildfire. But the fact is that it 
is now dying out rapidly because 
the knowledge of how to pre- 
vent or to auickly cure it has be- 
come general. 

“It is a serious matter. how- 
ever, and all wrestlers afflicted 
ought to suspend activities pend- 
ing the cure of the disease.”
